bing to return to a town you visited or lived in many years 
ago? In your min*! you visuHli/e a picture of what you will see. A 
certain landmark dances vaguely in the memory stored for s o 
many y e a r s 
N a m e s and places flit in and out, never stopping long 
enough for yen to be certain if they really belong in that town or 
in the memory bank of some other long forgotten stopover in your 
life. 
Every so often for t h e past several y e a r s , people have returned 
to Hondo after having lived here briefly 30 some odd years ago. 
Our town has actually changed little in that time span and these 
people many times go home after having satisfied memories that 
lingered on over all those years. 
I walked in the s h o e s of those people on our trip to California to 
visit Patricia s folks, her parents. ( Iifford and Levina Brown, and 
her brother. John Heilman, and his wife and four lovely daughters. 
Thirty years ago, back in 1943. I unpacked my duffel hag and 
stopped over at 
.Muroc Army Air Field near Lancaster 
My 
memories of that brief stay recalled a small, pleasant and friendly 
town of about 4,300 souls, not too different from Hondo. 
But, lo, the only name that my memory could dig up was the 
first name of the weekly newspaper editor, Ted. For the life of me 
I could not remember his last name 
So. I talked Patricia and her mother into driving to Lancaster 
The two hour ride began to stir doubts, for the four and six lane 
highviav was a far cry from the two lane road I remembered One 
night in that distant past I went to lx»s Angles with a man and a 
truck load of sheep He got soused to the gills and couldn't drive 
and even though I had never driven a truck in my life. I herded 
that thing through Ix»s Angeles and liver that narrow ribbon of 
concrete that twisted and turned, over, through and around 
mountains to tile desert town of Lancaster. 
But not this time 
We whizzed north past new homes and 
shopping centers that weren't there even 15 years ago. Then came 
Palmdale, a tiny town I remembered as a general store and a gas 
station Lockheed has a giant plant there now and the new Ixis 
Angeles International Airport is under construction in this desert 
setting some Md miles from downtown L.A. 
The size of Palmdale should have warned me, but still I was 
astounded when the Lancaster city limit sign told me there were 
40.(KHI people living there now. 
So. it was only natural that I went on a hit and miss course 
around the city straining hard to find a familiar landmark Finally, 
I said “ I here used to be a railroad that ran through the main part 
of town “ 
We finally found the railroad and followed it until we saw the 
depot and I was on somewhat familiar ground But just in that 
one sp*it 
I slopped at a service station and asked the woman there, 
"Where can I find the newspaper office?” 
"Which one? 
she asked. "W e have two newspapers." 
“ Well," I answered, “ the one that was here 30 years ago and 
was run by a man named Ted.” 
“ That would lie Ted Ruppert and the Ledger-Gazette," she said.

NOVEMBER 29 . . . On this date, ten years ago, the 
48th issue of the HON OD ANVIL H ERALD, in its 
77th year. covered the tragic news of the assassination 
of our 35th President. My copy of that paper is yellowed 
but

comments-in-retrospect that most newspapers reviewed 
on the passing of the first decade since the tragedy. 
Sixteen Hondoans expressed their feelings and were 
quoted in a local news story. Included were Mayor Al 
Scoffers; Rev. David Stewart (the Methodist minister 
at that time]; Miss Thelma Lynch [who taught at Lacy 
and is still teaching]; Sister David [principal at St.

Mrs. Marie Richter; Mrs. Wessie Pierce; Pressie Haines, 
then a fourth grader; W. E. Watson, a retired Master 
Sergeant; Mrs. J 
D. Schmeers, who was one of the 
correspondents for the Herald;

Sr.; 
Kathleen 
Eickelschulte, 
AH teletype operator; 
Mrs. 
Antonio 
Garcia, then president of the (ii Forum Auxiliary; and 
Mrs. Stewart Hervev of San Antonio, among the deer 
hunters in town that day.
